Souza and he asked if I could come by the next day for 
an interview. We set up the time and the next day around 
1:00 pm, I would meet the man who would, as things 
turned out, changed my life. 

When I drove up to The Wanderer's office, I noticed 
a KISS ARMY sticker on the back of an SUV parked 
beside the building. I took this as a good sign, I had been 
a member of the KISS ARMY, the rock group Kiss' fan 
club, as a teenager in the 70s. I walked in, introduced 
myself to Ken and the office manager, Pattianne Aleks, 
and took a seat next to Ken's desk. The first thing that 
struck me was Ken's smile; it was friendly and reassuring. 
I felt at ease right away. After fifteen minutes or so of the 
usual interview questions, Ken surprised me and asked 
if I wanted the job. I said 'yes' right away and he told me 
he would send me an assignment within a day or so. He 
asked me who my favorite member of Kiss was and I said 
it was guitarist Ace Frehley. He said, "me too!" with a big 
smile. We spent another ten minutes talking about Kiss 
concerts we had each seen. We found out that we both 
also loved the group Cheap Trick, John Carpenter's horror 
movies and his favorite author Edgar Allen Poe. Ken said 
the piece I sent for him to read reminded him of Poe. He 
told me that was the reason he hired me. 

The first writing assignment I received was to 
interview the new Executive Director and staff of Old 
Rochester Community Television (ORCTV), the new cable 
access station that was set to telecast that week in Marion, 
Mattapoisett and Rochester. The interview went well, as 
I had a background in TV from high school and college. 

I knew the right questions to ask and enough about 
cameras and other equipment for Brian, the director, to 
ask for my phone number saying, "You really seem to 
know your stuff; can I call you if I ever need some help 
here at the station?" I said 'sure', not really thinking

much about it at the time. Two months later, I received 
a call from Brian offering me a job at ORCTV as the 
programming coordinator. 

I let Ken know that I had been offered the job with 
ORCTV but that I wanted to stay on with The Wanderer as 
well. Ken said that he was okay with the arrangement and 
then he casually slipped in, ''You know I am the president 
of ORCTV, right?" I had no idea. I asked if he knew Brian 
had offered me a job and Ken said he had no idea but he 
was happy for me and once again gave me his blessing. 

A few years later, Ken left The Wanderer to become 
the editor of The Anchor, a Catholic Church newspaper 
covering the local dioceses. He also left the ORCTV 
board around that same time. We remained close and our 
friendship grew over the ensuing years. Ken and his wife 
Margie would invite my family to summer barbeques 
and holiday get-togethers at their home, introducing us 
to their friends. Some of their friends became our friends 
and we would invite them to our home for the Fourth of 
July, Christmas Eve and birthday parties. We introduced 
them to our friends and our friends became their friends.

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Ken and I went to see an Ace Frehley concert together a 
few years ago. I caught one of the guitar picks that Ace 
threw into the audience and I gave it to Ken. It was a 
thank you gesture for everything he had done for me over 
the years. 

Long after Pattianne and I left The Wanderer, we 
would get together once or twice a year with Ken and 
Margie, Pat's husband Louie and my family for dinner 
at Sweet Ginger's Chinese restaurant in Fairhaven to 
catch up with one another. These people became our 
family. Ken and Margie became surrogate aunt and 
uncle to my daughter Simone. Pat and Louie are like her 
grandparents. 

So, fourteen years have passed and here I am. I 
have worked at ORCTV since 2006 becoming the station's 
director in 2013. In late summer 2019, Ken and Margie 
told us they were moving with Margie's parents to 
Atlanta, to be closer to her brother and his family. While 
they were sad to leave their hometown, they said that it 
was time to try something different. 

We got together a couple of times with Ken and 
Margie before they left in October. We were excited for the 
new life they were starting. We wished them well on their 
adventure and promised we would look them up the next 
time we came to Georgia for a visit. We imagined taking 
them to our old haunts and having them show us the new 
places that they had discovered. We were sad to see them 
go but happy knowing they were going to a place we 
knew so well. It looked like we might see them on a trip 
to Atlanta we had planned for September 2020... 

The year 2020 has thrown every plan in each 
of our lives into to disarray. The trip in September was 
canceled, along with our chance to see our friends. Then 
about a month ago came the sad news of Ken being 
hospitalized.

Filling Ken's Shoes

It was a hot day in July 2009, and I was taking 
pictures of hand-crafted marionettes at the annual Harbor 
Days in Mattapoisett Shipyard Park. As I meandered the 
booths, I felt both excited and nervous -1 was the News 
Editor of The Wanderer now! THE Wandererl Having been 
both a Mattapoisett resident, and an English major, I was 
dazzled to be both recognized by a reputable publication, 
and to be actually working in my field. 

Then I was humbled. An elderly man approached 
me -1 wish I could tell you his name, but all these years 
later, I simply don't remember - he looked at my fancy 
Canon camera and my freshly-minted Wanderer press 
badge and said, "You have big shoes to fill. Everyone 
loved Ken." 

He went on to tell me what a good person Ken 
Souza was, how he represented The Wanderer very well, 
and how he hoped I would continue the tradition of fair, 
unbiased, and honest reporting.

''COVID-19 shut us down," said Buzzards Bay Area 
Habitat for Humanity Executive Director Christine 
Lacourse, who added that while there was always a plan 
to restart the construction, it was a very disheartening 
period of time for both the prospective homeowner and 
the BBAHH. 

Work had resumed in May 2020, Lacourse said, 
after a two-and-a-half-month delay. On July 31, at last, the 
roof was placed on the home, nearly a full year from the 
groundbreaking ceremony. It was clear things were once 
again moving and in the right direction. 

Lacourse said that under normal circumstances, 
the HH model utilizes almost exclusively volunteered 
labor, but, "We couldn't do that this time." She explained 
that given the projected timeline for completion, it has 
become necessary to use "professionals." Lacourse 
pointed out that the roofing company donated the labor 
while another business has donated the roofing materials. 
"Without their help we couldn't get things done." 

Other professional trades that have committed to 
donate labor will be the drywall installers, plasterers, and 
painters, but Lacourse added, "There will be volunteers 
as well." She also added that the project is still seeking 
donations. 

As for the soon-to-be, first-time homeowner, 
a single mother of two small children, she couldn't be 
happier. A full-time employee working in the health care 
industry, Jessica hasn't had time to dwell on her own

problems, but in the back of her mind, she's held onto 
the future and homeowner ship. "It's such a blessing... 
it means everything." She learned about Habitat for 
Humanity through the mother of one of her children's 
friends who encouraged her to try and to complete an 
application. 

Jessica said that she works on the home every 
weekend, sometimes bringing along family and friends, 
although only her willingness and ability to do hands-on 
work is expected by BBAHH. She said that the volunteers, 
many of whom possess building skills, have been great. 
"I've learned so much; they are good teachers," she said. 

The program requires that applicants prove 
US citizenship, establish need for shelter, ability to pay, 
willingness to partner, and be a resident of the service 
area. BBAHH covers the towns of Acushnet, Dartmouth, 
Fairhaven, Marion, Mattapoisett, New Bedford, Rochester, 
Wareham, and Westport. 

Of the application process, Jessica said it was well 
worth the effort and that, although it was a fairly complex 
process, the BBAHH staff was "amazing. 

"The outcome is so worth it; the children will 
have a home for life."

football bleachers and their families socially distanced 
on the field. The new plan keeps the graduates with their 
households. 

In an abbreviated ceremony, there will be no 
speeches but only brief greetings from Devoll and 
Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson. 

"The main speaker, the valedictorian, that will 
be the speech," said Devoll, referring to Rachel Perry, a 
school-choice student from New Bedford. 

After Perry speaks, the graduates will be called to 
the podium to pick up their diplomas. 

Families will be limited to two cars and can only 
enter the campus via the Marion entrance off of Route 6 
down the hill from the tennis courts. 

Graduates have had their caps and gowns 
since June, but in an event similar to the June yearbook 
pickup, they were scheduled this week to pick up medals 
and Honor Society cords so they can wear them for 
graduation. 

By the end of the day on July 31, public schools 
were to submit to the state three plans for return to school 
with priority being placed on the in-person plan. The 
alternate plans would be the hybrid and remote learning 
models. 

Many towns' school buildings can barely service 
the number of students that are enrolled, so the hybrid 
model that Devoll described as "cohorts at home and 
at school" is necessary for most districts. Some towns 
reportedly have already stated the intention to return to 
school with a hybrid model and an option for families to 
choose remote-only education. 

"That (model) seems to makes a lot of sense for 
the high school," said Devoll, who said the Tri-Town 
communities must know ORR's plan by August 11.

Tritown Against Racism made a spirited 
introduction to the Rochester Board of Selectmen during 
the latter's August 3 public meeting. 

"Our mission is to intentionally create an anti¬ 
racism atmosphere," explained Tritown Against Racism 
member Alison Noyce to the selectmen. "Our philosophy

track beginning that day at 6:00 pm. 

Town Administrator Mike Lorenco told the 
selectmen that Mattapoisett will receive a check for 
$185,254 from Plymouth County, reflecting the first of 
three checks the town will receive as reimbursement for 
non-budgeted, COVID-related expenses. 

Massachusetts received $90,000,000 in federal 
funds via the CARES Act, and on behalf of the state, 
Plymouth County is distributing the money to its 
cities and towns. Mattapoisett's first such check will be 
presented in person on August 10 (time TBD). 

Lorenco thanked the Town Hall employees and 
the treasurer's office for tracking and staying on top 
of COVID-related expenses so that Mattapoisett could 
be among the first Plymouth County municipalities to 
submit for and receive funding via the CARES Act.

is to start where you live. There is a huge racism problem 
in our country It's hard, it's confusing, but let's start 
where we live... we're willing to do that work to make 
changes." 

Noyce, who participated via Zoom, was joined by 
fellow Tritown Against Racism members Barbara Sullivan 
and Tangi Thomas. 

Noyce, a white Rochester resident and mother 
and grandmother to children who live in Rochester, told 
the board that she has two sons who are black, a 2020 
graduate of Old Colony Regional Vocational-Technical 
High School and a junior at Old Rochester Regional High 
School. 

"We call it 'calling in' rather than 'calling out' ... 
We want people to come to us wherever they are in their 
journey," said Noyce, alluding to a growing awareness 
across the nation in the wake of the 2020 killings of 
Breanna Taylor and George Floyd by police officers. 
"We're ready to meet people where they are." 

Although Rochester has a small minority 
population, once a platform existed, people of color 
quickly opened up to share stories about racism in the 
town's public schools, including adults. 

"It's been kept a little bit secret or underground 
so to speak," said Noyce, who brought incidents targeting 
her sons to the attention of school administrators. "I 
didn't feel like I was one of a lot of people who were 
having this issue... Once we started Tritown Against 
Racism, I found out I wasn't alone." 

Thomas, a Marion resident whose son age 6 
and daughter age 13 have grown up in Marion since the 
second grade, told the selectmen about the group's book 
drive aimed at diversity that as of Saturday had reached a 
total of 295 books. Thomas and her kids spent an evening 
on Amazon.com and made a "long list of books that were 
diverse, that were going to cater to everybody." 

The frequent volunteer at Sippican School 
"wanted to find a book that my son could relate to." 

Rochester resident Kelcey Robertson, age 10, 
became the book drive's biggest donor several weeks ago 
when he sold lettuce from his family's garden resulting 
in the addition of 57 books for the Rochester Memorial

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School library. Robertson, as Thomas explained, chose 
books based on his experience with other children 
commenting on his hair or asking why his father is a black 
man. Robertson was recently awarded The Wanderer's 
Keel Award for his outstanding contributions to his 
community. 

''We were so thankful to everybody who donated 
to the book drive," said Thomas, who said Tritown 
Against Racism will continue to collect volumes at the 
end of every school year. "We still have our wish list up 
if anyone wants to take a look at it." (facebook.com/ 
Tritown-Against-Racism-111302157253133) 

Asked by the board if the group is happy with the 
response its members have received from Superintendent 
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of Schools Mike Nelson and Rochester's three school 
principals, Noyce indicated that it is a work in progress. 

"Junior high was particularly difficult for my 
sons. I feel like I got an OK response at that time, but it 
was more like putting out a fire. But systemic racism was 
not addressed," she said. "We weren't sure if we were 
going to be heard, but Mike Nelson's commitment (for 
ORR) to become an anti-racism school... I have a lot of 
faith right now in Mike Nelson... If our schools change, 
then everything will change." 

Last month, Sullivan addressed the ORR Joint 
School Committee, and members of Tritown Against 
Racism came away encouraged by the encounter. 

"We felt very supported by Mike Nelson and by 
school committee members," said Noyce, who indicated 
talks are ongoing with Old Colony Regional Vocational- 
Technical High School Principal Aaron Polansky as well. 
"We're here for the community, just like you guys are." 

"I hope you will keep us informed as to your 
progress, because this problem is unacceptable," said 
Board of Selectmen Chairman Paul Ciaburri. 

In her Town Administrator's Report, Suzanne 
Szyndlar told the board that June 19 is now officially a 
state holiday in recognition of the end of slavery in the 
United States. 

Szyndlar relayed notice from the Department 
of Revenue that FY21 funding for unrestricted general

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funding has been level-funded at FY20 amounts. In 
Rochester's case, the UGGA amount is approximately 
$451,000. Chapter 70 funding is approximately $2,057,000. 
Szyndlar called it "good news for the municipalities in 
Massachusetts." 

Plymouth County mosquito control spray was 
scheduled for Tuesday, August 4, in the evening, but was 
under consideration to be pushed back to Wednesday with 
Isaias coming up the east coast. 

In her Green Communities update, Szyndlar 
reported that Andrew Daniel has ordered lights and fixtures 
with insulation in the library and its attic completed and 
the police station in progress. Skylights for the school has 
been ordered. 

Szyndlar participated in a team walk-through of all 
municipal buildings with the public health agent and others 
to evaluate and installed air purifiers in all locations. 

Work is being done on the intercom system at Town 
Hall to keep people from entering the building all at once. 

Rochester's new website went live on Friday and 
continues to receive updating. 

The Council on Aging program "Coffee and 
Conversation" is now in its third week held from 9:00 am 
to 11:00 am on Monday, Wednesday and Friday outside the 
Senior Center on Dexter Lane. 

COA Director Cheryl Randall accessed the Board of 
Selectmen meeting via Zoom and requested permission to 
reopen the Senior Center building for small-group activities 
limited to 15 people in the large conference room. 

"We still have to remind people on occasion not to 
get too close because people really miss each other," she 
said of the back-patio gatherings. 

Vice Chairman Brad Morse made a motion to 
let the COA open the building on a case-by-case basis 
while following state-government guidelines. The board 
approved. "Hopefully it won't be that much, but it's a good 
backup," said Randall. 

Due to COVID-related restrictions, the Senior 
Center will not be used as an emergency shelter. 

In other business, the board signed the Seaboard 
Solar Easement off Old Middleboro Road that had been 
approved by Town Meeting. Monday, November 16, was 
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established as a special Town Meeting date subject to 
the Planning Board and other applicable parties. The 
possibility of a $100,000 feasibility study was discussed 
in regards to a new public-safety building that could 
house police and fire departments. There are no funds 
established to pay for it, and Town Meeting approval 
would be needed. 

The Board of Selectmen met for the third straight 
time in the Town Hall with Szyndlar also at the U-shaped 
table and Town Counsel Blair Bailey managing the 
technical aspects while participating in the meeting as 
needed. After the first two hybrid attempts had met with 
substantial audio difficulties deciphering the voices in the 
room via Zoom, the audio was noticeably improved for 
the August 3 meeting. 

The board broke into executive session to discuss 
the potential purchase of land and returned but only 
to adjourn. The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for Monday, August 17, at 6:00 
pm. 

More-Experienced Desmarais to Be Offered 
Public Health Nurse Job

Once again, experience made the difference in a 
decision to fill a health-related position in Marion.

Marion-Rochester Health District and the retirement of 
Karen Walega from service to Marion, the town hired 
Dave Flaherty as its health director. He was selected by 
the Board of Health in large part because he had matching 
experience during a pandemic. Flaherty has, by all 
accounts, been a success in Marion. 

After lengthy debate during Tuesday afternoon's 
public meeting over the two finalists for the full-time, 
public-health-nurse position that Kathy Downey will 
vacate on August 19, Board of Health Chairperson Ed 
Hoffer and board Clerk John Howard, both physicians, 
appealed to the same reasoning and established a 
majority for the three-person board to authorize Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail to offer Lori Desmarais the job. 
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"Lori would hit the ground running. She knows 
exactly what she'd be doing and how to do it. If there's 
any hesitation in making her No. 1, it would be in her 
burning the candle at too many ends," said Hoffer. 

Despite Downey's commitment to the transition 
process, Howard expressed concern over finalist Kristen 
Meigg's lack of experience with too many aspects of 
the job. "It's unfair to ask Kathy after she retires... to be 
responsible for getting Kristen up and running," he said. 

Desmarais works full-time at a nursing home and 
on top of that, serves three towns as public health nurse: 
Freetown, Lakeville, and Dighton. 

"1 love working with the public. I'm looking 
to make it a full-time position," said Desmarais in her 
interview with the full board on Tuesday. "1 love to be 
with people and educate people. Sometimes they just 
need someone to bounce some ideas off of." 

Desmarais works eight hours every Tuesday for 
Freetown, and for Lakeville and Dighton acts on notices 
received through the state's Maven software. At the 
height of the coronavirus pandemic, she was "quite busy," 
working evenings and weekends on cases and follow-up. 
She is also a call firefighter and an emergency medical 
technician. 

"The Maven system is very... tedious, a huge time 
sink, and very clearly 1 can easily see that would take all 
of Kristen's time," said Hoffer. 

Desmarais' educational work in Freetown has 


included tick-borne illness and community events. She 
has been on Freetown's cultural council the past six years 
but her term is up. She indicated that taking the Marion 
job would result in leaving her job at the nursing home 
but not necessarily her other public health positions. 

Both McGrail and Board of Health Vice 
Chairperson Dot Brown preferred Meiggs for the spot. 

"Kristen has a big passion and an allegiance to the 
community," said Brown. "She's already here, and 1 think 
that might help her as she learns (the job). 1 like Lori and 1 
do think she'd hit the ground running, but 1 think she has 
a lot of allegiances." 

Meiggs is a nurse practitioner with Southcoast 
Hospitals working in surgery. Beforehand, she had 
worked community-based jobs in Fall River and aims to 
get back to that type of work. 

"Kristen is clearly the less-qualified of the two 
candidates, but just how she handles herself... her answer 
on how she would handle difficult situations; that was a 
home run," said McGrail. 

The two finalists were interviewed for the second 
time in Tuesday's public meeting, and during Meiggs' 
interview Brown noted that "in public health role, we end 
up at odds with the community" and asked Meiggs if she 
could recall a time when she had to bridge a gap between 
different perspectives. 

Meiggs said that, in her work as a nurse 
practitioner in a jail, inmates sometimes don't like each

other and officers ended up being patients after scuffles. 
'They would try to keep me out of the scuffle itself, but 
there needs to be a cool head," she said. "Everybody's 
mad, and (I try to) work on the primary issue and go from 
there. 

"The public health position comes with the 
challenge of people not agreeing. That's not something 
you learn from a book. You learn from experience, but 
your approach... the grand scheme of things is you can't 
make everybody happy all the time." 

Meiggs left a very positive impression, and the 
decision to offer Demarais the job came with the provision 
that, should negotiations be unsuccessful, the town will 
offer Meiggs the job. 
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In his Health Director Report, Flaherty said that 
the town's bathing beaches required no closings for last 
round of testing and that aerial spraying for insects will 
continue by Plymouth County. 

Despite the close proximity of Carver and 
Middleboro where cases abound, Marion is still under 
low threat for the FEE and West Nile viruses. But Flaherty 
said, "It seems like just a matter of time before Marion's 
level is elevated." 

There have been no recent complaints in the food- 
service area, but board members asked Flaherty to resume 
restaurant inspections during the height of the summer 
season. 

"I might be the burnt toast that walks into the 
room," joked Flaherty of restaurant visits. "I just don't 
want to put more pressure on them. I can certainly do 
(inspections) again, but... I don't want to bring the anxiety 
level above what it already is." Nonetheless, Flaherty 
cheerfully accepted the request of the board to resume 
inspections. 

Flaherty reported to the board the story of a goat 
with an odd neurological disorder. Animal control and 
the Police Department were involved. The animal was 
euthanized and test samples were brought to a laboratory 
in Jamaica Plain. The goat was up to date with its rabies 
shot so now he is waiting to find out from the state if the 
goat had the FEE virus. 

Hoffer alluded to the youngster who contacted 
FEE in Middleboro. "I do think we need to be cautious," 
he said. "I don't want to get heavy-handed about what 
you can and cannot do after dusk, but we're getting near 
that." 

Downey has met with officials at Tabor Academy 
and Chief of Police John Garcia about the prep school's 
return-to-school plan. She has also been meeting with Old 
Rochester Regional School District and had planned to 
meet Wednesday morning with Sippican School. 

As widely expected, ORR will have a hybrid 
return-to-school model for all schools, rotating students 
between in-person and remote learning. 

Downey reported over 400 COVID-19 tests, all 
negative, something she considered "a positive." Downey 
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reported having met earlier Tuesday with Katie Brown, 
the state epidemiologist, about EEE and said there are 
fewer bird-biting mosquitoes this year. 

Marion is looking for a new vendor for personal 
protection equipment (PPE) after a shipment previously 
assured by McKesson failed to materialize. 

McGrail reported to the board that there is no 
precedent in Marion for sheltered large groups of people 
in hotels, as may become necessary should there be a 
severe hurricane during the coronavirus pandemic. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health is 
scheduled for Tuesday, August 18, at 4:00 pm via Zoom. 
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Solar Farm at Eldredge Bogs Gets Green Light 

Rochester Conservation Commission

In a brief remote meeting held on August 4, the 
Rochester Conservation Commission worked to close out 
a public hearing for a Notice of Intent filing pertaining to 
the construction of a canopy solar array that dated back to 
June. 

Sarah Stearns of Beals and Thomas, Inc. 
represented Hingham-based Hank Ouimet Renewable 
Energy Development Partners and brought to the 
commission minor changes that were made to her 
proposal after her meeting with the Rochester Planning 
Board. The solar canopy and canal system to be 
constructed at the Eldredge Bogs off Pierce Street required 
modifications to the northern portion of the site in order 
to comply with the necessary 100-foot setback to an 
abutting property. 

''The northern portion of the proposal was too 
close to the property line," Stearns told the commission. 
"We amended the canopy and added a length of canopy 
in the southern part of the array to make up for the loss in 
the northern area." 

The amended plans include reorganization of 
significant areas of solar canopies around the site in 
order to keep the potential power output of the solar 
array similar while also adhering to the Planning Board's 
requests. The changes leave some areas of the canal 
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completely uncovered by the solar canopies and include 
extensions to southern canals to make up for the lost panels. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon explained 
that peer-review engineer Henry Nover had reviewed the 
project and found that the updated plans adequately satisfy 
all of the town's requirements. Farinon recommended that 
the project receive the commission's approval provided 
that a meeting is held prior to construction and a wildlife 
sweep of the area take place before the start of canal work. 
Following Farinon's recommendation, the commission 
voted to issue an Order of Conditions for the project, 
allowing construction to go forward. 

With the commission's only public hearing closed 
out, Farinon spoke to the anticipated increase of projects to 
come in the future and the impact it would have on Nover. 

"Henry Nover has been our peer consultant 
and he typically reviews the engineering portions and 
stormwater standards for our projects," Farinon explained. 
"Henry is semi-retired. He has recommended that we get 
an additional review engineer on board so that we have 
another available consultant." 

Farinon suggested that the commission consider 
potential candidates for the position as well as another 
wetland scientist who could also be available in the case of 
a heavy influx of proposed projects. Vice Chairman Daniel 
Gagne agreed that a review of different professionals and 
firms would allow the commission to choose the candidate 
best qualified for the position. The commission agreed 
to continue the discussion in their next meeting to give 
ample time for board members to sufficiently review the 
qualifications of any proposed engineers. 

The next Rochester Conservation meeting will be 
held remotely over the Zoom platform on Tuesday, August 
18, at 7:00 pm. 

Heron Cove Hinges on Sewer Situation 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Marion's brimming town-sewer capacity continued 
to play a role in discussions over a proposed development 
off of Wareham Road, where a 96-unit, Massachusetts 
General Law Chapter 40B condominium complex was once 
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again discussed, this time at the July 23 meeting of the 
town's Zoning Board of Appeals via remote access. 

In a continuation of a case that goes back to 2019 
and beyond in cases involving the same land. Heron Cove 
Estates was back on the agenda. 

Town Counsel Jon Witten asked acting ZB A 
Chairperson Christina Frangos to have the board calculate 
with Steen attorney Paul Haggerty where the project sits 
on the 180-day clock vis-a-vis the expiration of the hearing 
that was opened in March. It was decided a 90-day 
extension would be granted. 

At the end of the meeting, Frangos' appointment 
would become official by member vote. 

Phil Cordeiro of Allen and Major Associates, 
representing Steen, addressed two peer reviews 
coordinated by Van Ness Associates (traffic engineering) 
and Merrill Associates (traffic engineering). Cordeiro 
reported particularly along the civil-engineering side that, 
while clarifications were sought, no wholesale changes 
were being recommended. 

"We believe that we're in a very good position 
with your consultants having reviewed the application," 
he said. 

Cordeiro reported to the ZBA that peer review 
had affirmed that all applications had been properly 
filed including for the Local Initiative Program (LIP) 
application that relates to 40B affordable housing projects 
that are sought on a non-adversarial basis inside towns. 
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The stormwater peer review came back as adequate 
without further comment. 

Cordeiro expressed hope that, in addressing 
Merrill's peer-review remarks and revising accordingly, 
the project could achieve "a clean bill of health" and 
"sign-off letter" from Merrill "in the near term." He 
insisted that the project will have a relatively small traffic 
impact on the Route 6 corridor. 

The issue of sewer connection remains a 
significant hurdle, as referenced by Merrill in its peer 
review. 

"Unfortunately, our sewer connection can't be 
arrived at conclusively, until the results of the study being 
conducted by the town as a prerequisite to this project 
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The fleas suck blood and poop on the cat. The cat 
scratches itself and gets flea poop that contains 
the bacteria under the nails. They then scratch 
another cat or person and the bacteria gets 
inoculated under the skin. 

Bartonellosis is called an emerging disease as 
not much is known about it but it seems to 
be commonly carried in cats in our area. It is 
treatable with antibiotics. 
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are being released," said Cordeiro. "As soon as we can 
collectively review that as a design team and obviously 
with the town consultant team, I believe we can get right 
into the sewer connection and get that resolved as well." 

Shippey said the stormwater went through DPW 
with staffer Meghan Davis, who gave the "thumbs up" 
with stormwater management. 

Ken Steen responded to Frangos' question as to 
a sample lease agreement outlining any restrictions that 
would be place on the residents. Steen said he had such a 
packet and intended to send it to Town House that week 
and could email it to 

"We use a standard Massachusetts lease 
agreement for all of our apartments... We're pretty 
confident that it's a compliant lease that's going to be 
acceptable to the board," said Steen. 

The ZBA asked about the townhouse design that 
was submitted back in March. Frangos indicated that the 
feeling at the prior meeting was that the design does not 
aesthetically reflect coastal New England. 

Steen said he will revisit the matter with the 
architect and plan to submit a revised design in the next 
couple of weeks. 

"I also want the board to keep in mind that we 
for 35 years have been primarily building affordable 
housing," said Steen. 

Witten explained to the ZBA that the Board of 
Selectmen's endorsement of the project was accepted by 
Massachusetts Department of Housing and Community 
Development (DHCD), and that became the project's 
ticket to deal with the ZBA. 

The hearing was continued to September 10. An 
in-person meeting would become possible at the Music 
Hall. 

In other business, a Special Permit was approved 
by the ZBA for Case 777, an application for allowance 
under zoning bylaw Section 230-8.6 to build an accessory 
apartment adjacent to the primary dwelling at 44 Briggs 
Lane. 

Brian Grady of GAF Engineering represented 
owner Cheryl Arnie and her daughter Catherine Duncan, 
who will live in the added apartment. 
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two things, add an in-law apartment under 50 percent of 
the existing residence (16,056 square feet) at 773 square 
feet. The proposal also adds to an existing, one-car garage, 
the addition facing the street right next to the garage 
door. The dwellings share the garage. There would be an 
entrance from the garage to the apartment and another 
from outside. 

Frangos noted that Concom (June 30) considered 
the project not within its jurisdiction, and the Board 
of Health (June 22) had no objection as the dwelling is 
serviced by town water and sewer. 

Details were discussed, and Frangos emphasized 
that the Special Permit will not convey with the sale of 
the property. Building Commissioner / Zoning Officer 
Scott Shippee anticipates a more detailed plan from the 
applicant. 

The next meeting of the Marion ZBA is scheduled 
for August 13. 


Small Changes Make Big Difference for 
Dinghy Docks 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board

The July 31 Mattapoisett Marine Advisory 
Board meeting might have been a brief one, but the 
new business agenda line item is already making a big 
difference to boaters. 

Opening the meeting a bit belatedly due to 
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technical difficulties with the remote meeting platform. 
Chairman Carlos DeSousa displayed a graphic for those 
in attendance. The graphic outlined the addition of new 
dinghy-dock spaces by adding peninsulas and relocating 
the Fire Boat. 'Tt's made quite a bit of difference already," 
he said. 

The need for additional dinghy spaces has long 
been a problem facing the seaside boating community. 
Long waiting lists were eliminated over the last three 
years for moorings, but the associated space needed for 
dinghies to tie-up at the town wharf has grown. 

The new peninsulas are 20 feet by 60 feet, 

DeSousa said, and once fully installed will also add 
spaces for transients to tie up. While discussing this 
matter, member Brad Smith said the length of line used 
to secure a dinghy to a dock should be a similar to help 
avoid entanglement of lines. But all agreed setting such a 
standard would be difficult. 

Harbormaster Jamie Macintosh was not able to 
attend the meeting due to his participation in a mutual 
effort to provide aid to a boat off Woods Hole that was 
taking on water. "When we got there the Coast Guard was 
on the scene," he said in a follow-up. 

Regarding the dinghy spaces he's been installing, 
Macintosh said, "We are working within the Army Corps 
permit to maximize space." He said the goal is not only 
to add spaces but to alleviate congestion. "We still have 
to make sure there's enough water for boats to move 
around." 

The wharf at Shipyard Park isn't the only 
location where additional dinghy spaces will be added. 
"We are still looking at the Barstow dock, it's still in 
the framework," said Macintosh. "One of the biggest 
challenges for boaters is to get out of their boats safely." 

In other business, DeSousa shared an email 
he received from Weston "Van" Cantor, who alerted 
the board that motorboats were still racing through 
the designated recreation area. He acknowledged that, 
while the Harbormaster couldn't catch all violators, 
such episodes were still taking place. Board members 
agreed that patrols had increased and that they believed 
those efforts were paying off. DeSousa added that new 
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channel markers were already on maritime charts. The 
Harbormaster will be advised of Cantor's continued 
concerns. 

Last item to be discussed was the possible 
confusion boaters have over the necessity to register 
their boats. "It's just like owning a car," Macintosh told 
The Wanderer. "You have to register your boat if it has 
a motor." That registration is required by the town for 
boaters seeking to obtain a mooring. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Marine 
Advisory Board is scheduled for Thursday, August 27, at 
7:00 pm; meeting details will be available at mattapoisett. 
net.

Casey Allaire is still receiving awards for the 
impressive work she did as a student-athlete, even though 
her competitive diving days are behind her. 

After a successful high school career at Bishop 
Stang, the Mattapoisett native took her talents to 
Plymouth State University in New Hampshire. After she 
was named the Little East Conference's Rookie Diver of 
the Year for the 2016-17 academic year, Allaire was named 
the LEC Diver of the Year in the ensuing three campaigns. 

Outside of the pool, Allaire maintained a 3.92 
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grade-point average in the classroom and devoted time 
to the Believe in Books Literacy Foundation and Best 
Buddies, the latter of which she became the treasurer for 
Plymouth State's chapter. 

Now, Allaire didn't maximize on her time at 
Plymouth State so she could receive recognition for it, but 
she did so much it was hard for the athletic department to 
ignore when 
selecting 
her as the 
Panthers' 
nominee for 
2020 LEG 
Woman of the 
Year — which 
she won. 

In 

addition to 
the conference 
award, Allaire 
is now one 
of the select 

women across the country who is up for the 2020 NCAA 
Woman of the Year award. But she won't compete solely 
against fellow Division III seniors. This is an honor that 
goes one female senior across all divisions. 

"It definitely feels different," Allaire said, 
"because, if you think about all the different divisions. 
Division II and Division I are so different from Division 
III. Those athletes are probably so amazing so it's really 
cool to be considered with all of them. 

"I know they're looking for someone who's more 
well-rounded. I don't know, it'd be cool if someone from 
Division III could (win the national award)." 

For Allaire, the league award did serve as 
validation for all the hard work she put forth at Plymouth 
State — even though she doesn't necessarily view her 
community service work as a sacrifice of her time. 

She credits her late Plymouth State diving coach, 
Alan Switzer, for helping her develop as much as she did 
over her four years at college. To receive an honor — and 
be up for another — that's based on more than just her 
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accomplishments as an athlete, it indicates she learned as 
much as she could from her mentor. 

"In November, (Switzer) had to move to Colorado 
to be close with his family," Allaire said of the legendary 
coach who spent two decades building the University 
of Maine swimming and diving program before moving 
to New Hampshire in 1990 and making a similar impact 
at Plymouth State. "When we went back, I was coached 
on FaceTime by him; we did a video stream. It was 
definitely different, but it took a lot of dedication, I think, 
to want to go to the pool every day and get coached that 
way. It was different, it was difficult. We even did that 
at the championship meet. We set up our little tripod 
and he watched all my dives. I went up to him, had my 
headphones on so I could hear him because it was really 
loud (at the tournament). 

"It shows how dedicated he was to even consider 
doing that... He really wanted to finish out the four years 
with me, and I wanted him to, too. I was last diver ever. It 
was just really cool." 

Switzer passed away in May at age 90. 

Allaire will learn the results of the NCAA Women 
of the Year award on November 1. The NCAA will also 
reveal its Top-30 women who are up for the honor on 
that day. Of those 30,10 will be from Division III. Three 
finalists will then be selected from each division, leading 
up to the announcement of the 2020 winner of NCAA 
Woman of the Year. 

Planning Board Discusses Affordable Housing 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

It's been a topic of conversation for many years, 
the fact that Mattapoisett has low available housing stock 
and even fewer units that could be considered affordable. 
On August 3, local real estate developer Ryan Correia 
came before the Mattapoisett Planning Board, remotely, 
to informally discuss subdivision options for property 
located at 3 Crystal Springs Road at the intersection of 
Acushnet Road. 

Accompanying Correia as he laid out the initial 
conceptual design for the 21.63 acres was Nyles Zager of 
Zenith Consulting Engineers, Lakeville. 

The conceptual plans as described would include 
eight single-family homes on large lots in the town's RR80 
district. Those homes would have three or four bedrooms 
and two or more baths serviced by septic systems. But 
Correia said he wanted to plan the project that "...the 
town wants." 

Correia said, "This concept is a by-rights project, 
but we could look at 40B housing or senior units also." He 
said before his team invested in a variety of development 
options they wanted to home in on what the town would 
find most acceptable. 

"There are massive resources and wetlands in 
there," said Zager said of the parcel. He said that the 


single-family concept versus cluster units, duplexes, 
apartments, or condominiums would, "fit the land with 
ample open spaces." But other designs were not out of the 
question, he stated. Zager noted that multi-unit designs 
would mean far more engineering and time, given the 
wetlands on the property, and that it is an area significant 
to Massachusetts Wildlife's Natural Heritage and 
Endangered Species Program. 

"These single-family homes will be designed to fit 
into the natural landscape," said Zager. 

The subdivision concept as presented would 
include three lots with frontage on Crystal Spring Road 
and a roadway with cul-de-sac for five more. "But we are 
looking for your input," Correia reiterated. 

Several board members commented that 
affordable housing is something the town needs with 
member Janice Robbins saying later in the discussion, 

"It seems clear we need more affordable housing in 
Mattapoisett. This plan will just be more homes, not 
affordable... Cluster housing done right could be very 
effective." Member Karen Field clearly stated, "We need 
40B." 

While the board members agreed that affordable 
housing is needed, where such housing should be placed 
remained an open question. With the writing of an 
updated Master Plan that the Planning Board is in the 
early stages of undertaking, its members felt this question 
might be answered. But acknowledging the Master Plan 
update is in its infancy. Chairman Tom Tucker said, "We 
might be putting the horse before the cart." 

Zager said that other concepts would mean the 
overall project would take much longer, whereas the plan 
as presented could move right along with a fall start date. 
Correia again said he wanted the town's feedback. 

"Part of my reluctance to speak out more is it's 
hard to evaluate a project just in concept," Robbins said. 
"The devil is in the details. Any one of your ideas could 
be acceptable." 

As the discussion drew to a close. Tucker told 
Correia that he needed to get feedback from the Highway 
Department, Fire Department, Police Department and 
any other applicable town agency before returning to the 
board with definitive plans. 

Tucker also cautioned Correia, saying, "This 
concept fits with neighborhood. If you propose 40B, you'll 
get significant pushback from the neighbors." 

Correia said his team would look at other options 
and take everything into consideration before returning 
with new plans. 

In other business. Tucker said that a plan 
to construct a solar-array access road off Long Plain 
Road for an array planned just over the town line in 
Acushnet should have been formally submitted to the 
Planning Board for review. As it was, the proposal came 
to the attention of the board by way of the Building 
Department's director, Andy Bobola. 

Bobola asked the board to weigh in on whether 
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or not informal plans showed adequate construction 
planning. In a follow-up, he said that when a driveway or 
roadway was in one town but the project in another, ''It 
brings up legal issues - which town is responsible for fire 
and police services?" 

Robbins asked that Town Counsel be asked for 
guidance, given the possible complexities of a project 
spanning two different municipalities. 

Tucker felt the issues around the proposed 
roadway were more complex than a quick review of what 
he believed to be inadequate plans. "They could have 
submitted this in time for this meeting. This didn't just 
come up," he said. Planning Board administrator Mary 
Crain said she would reach out to the property owners 
and invite them to the next meeting. 

Regarding the Master Plan, Crain was asked to 
secure firm dates for initial meetings and workshops, both 
of which would include two Planning Board members 
and town-wide volunteers. Grant King from Southeastern 
Regional Planning and Economic Development District 
(SRPEDD) has been coordinating with Crain and will be 
the facilitator throughout the process. 

Tucker was firm in his belief that the committee 
should be primarily populated by residents, not town 
employees or committee members. "It's their town," he 
said. Crain said that there would be an initial meeting 
with town employees at the request of the Town 
Administrator Mike Lorenco to help familiarize them 
with the process. An initial date of August 26 at 7:00 pm is 
possible, Crain said. As a public meeting, it will be posted 
at mattapoisett.net. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for August 31 at 7:00 pm.

Marion (Old Rochester) is one of the oldest towns 
in the United States, and the Sippican Historical Society 
maintains an extensive collection of documentation on its 
historic buildings. In 1998, the Sippican Historical Society 
commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's historic 
homes and buildings. Over 100 were cataloged and 
photographed. SHS will feature one building a week so 
that the residents of Marion can understand more about 
its unique historical architecture. 

This week we feature 370 Delano Road. The 

home at 370 
Delano Road 
stands adjacent 
to Dexter's 
Landing on the 
shores of the 
Weweantic River. 
Built c. 1750, this 
Cape Cod home 
has significant 
historical 
associations 

with Marion's Dexter family, the descendants of Thomas 
Dexter who came to Plymouth, Massachusetts from 
England in 1630. By the mid-19th century, this home was 
owned by T. Caswell. By 1979, it was owned by B. Dexter. 
In 1903, Mrs. B.F. (Olive M.) Dexter lived here with her 
son, Josiah Dexter, a jeweler in New Bedford. In 1926, 
Benjamin F. Dexter, a grocer, lived here. During the early 
1900s, the famed mariner Capt. Joshua Slocum rented this 
home from the Dexters. He is famous for sailing around 
the world alone on a 37-foot boat called Spray.

From the Files of the 
Rochester Historical Society 
By Susan LaFleur 

Rochester has a number of monuments scattered 
about town. One, the Civil War Monument, across from 
the Town Hall had been mentioned previously in these 
writings. Have you ever stopped to read the names of 
the 33 brave men who went to war to save our Nation? 
Perhaps you have an ancestor on that list. One such 
person I would like to highlight today is George Henry 
Randall. 

George was born on a large family farm on 
July 23,1842. It was there tending to the horses, cows, 
and crops that he learned a work ethic that would last 
a lifetime. At the age of 20, he joined the Union Army 
serving for 33 months in both Company E. 44th infantry 
and later the calvary. He served with General Banks at 
New Orleans and later with Sheridan participating in 
some 15 engagements. One of these, he once said, brought 
him the closest to death when he heard the whistle and 
whisk of air as a bullet past his cheek and right shoulder. 
This was at the battle of Fisher Hill at Shenandoah. When 
the war ended, he was mustered out and returned to 
the family farm. He married Harriet E. LeBaron, raised 
his family, and eventually moved to a farm of his own.

He never shied from hard work, as a 1928 news article 
pointed out. At the age of 86, he was still doing most of 
the farming without help, chopping wood for the winter, 
etc. A member of the North Rochester Church, he served 
as Deacon for 57 plus years. George was proud of his 
military service and for many years threw himself a 
birthday party inviting fellow members of the R. A. Pierce 
Post 190 G. A. R. In 1939, in a grand ceremony, he was 
inducted into the George N. Alden Post 20 of the United 
American Veterans. He was the oldest member of that 
organization in this part of the country. 

At some point, Randall became the oldest 
resident in Rochester and the Town presented him with 
the Boston Post Cane, which he held onto until his death

It's been six hours since the news broke that Ken 
Souza has left us, and I'm still trying to process the idea 
of a world that doesn't have him in it. Ken had moved to 
Georgia last October with his beloved wife Margie and 
their cherished Peke-a-poo Spenser. I didn't know when 
next we might meet, but I hadn't imagined the answer 
would be "never." It will be a while before I see news 
about, say, new Halloween movies and don't think to share 
it with him on Facebook. Truly, I hope that never happens. 

Ken and I met in college, on the campus 
newspaper the Torch (always formatted the Torch). We 
quickly bonded over our shared movie love; he was 
the first person I'd met who could name directors, 
screenwriters, cinematographers. For a couple years, we 
collaborated on Oscar-prediction pieces for the paper. 

He was the news editor, then the editor in chief; he 
graduated, we stayed in touch. He landed at The Wanderer, 
and I blew in with the wind a few years later. He left our 
masthead in 2009, I'm still here. We continued to stay in 
touch. He lived in my town for years, and I wish I'd made 
it over to his place more often, but life got in the way. 

Ken had an irascible side, which I saw mainly 
after he'd watched something terrible. Few were funnier 
about some half-ass excuse for a movie than Ken. It was 
worth seeing the 1998 Avengers bomb just to burn flaming 
circles around it in the parking lot afterward with Ken 
and our editor here, Paul. But then you'd go with Ken 
to a screening of the restored Vertigo in Boston, and no 
choirboy was ever more reverent. Ken's holy trinity of 
filmmakers (Hitchcock, Welles, Carpenter) differed from 
mine, but if we weren't in the same pew we were at least 
in the same church. He helped me appreciate technique 
as a delivery system for vision; I'd like to think I helped 
him appreciate the weird. (He had a hair-trigger alert for 
any whiff of pretension or oddness-for-its-own-sake he 
detected — God help PT. Anderson if Ken had bumped 
into him while stomping grouchily out of the theater after 
Anderson's Magnolia ended north of its third hour.) 

He was also whip-smart and well-read, his 
tastes extending outside the horror / suspense genres to 
embrace excellence wherever he found it. I never knew 
him to disregard entire genres as some people do. I 
doubt he thought in terms of genre. In that way, he was 
like his hero John Carpenter, who wanted to direct more 
things outside horror. In his heart of hearts, though, 

Ken was fondest of the creepy, crawly, and bloody. The 
last movie I watched with him at home was The Texas 
Chainsaw Massacre Tart 2. The last movie we saw together 



at a theater was Django Unchained. We shared dozens of 
films before that, from Barry Lyndon to Beyond the Valley 
of the Dolls to The Man with the Screaming Brain (a Bruce 
Campbell indie that Campbell was fourwalling in Boston; 
Ken, Paul and I got to meet him). 

Others will remember Ken in different contexts 
— hanging out, DJ-ing, kicking back with cigars. Movies 
were our context — that and writing/talking about them. 
We met when I was 18, and so I spent more of my life — 
over 30 years — knowing him than not knowing him. 

We went to see big movies, indie movies, locally-made 
movies both good (Brent Lestage's Race, Richard Griffin's 
Titus Andronicus) and bad (eh, why name names?). In 
'93 or '94 we taped a video (it never went anywhere) 
of us discussing movies newly on VHS, like a Portagee 
Siskel and Ebert. We collaborated on his Alfred Hitchcock 
Presents-style script. I might still have a copy of the 1992 
documentary he made about Lizzie Borden. 

One of the many sadnesses of the loss of a friend 
is the loss of decades of shared experiences — of films, in 
our case. There was the time we attended a homemade 
video — one hesitated to call it a movie — by some young 
folks working at a local theater, who unwisely chose 
to screen it publicly. After it finally ended, Ken and I 
stealthily skedaddled via the fire exit so we wouldn't 
have to talk to the "director" in the lobby. Until less than 
a month ago, we shared that memory. Now it's just me. 
And yet I can call it back, call him back; when I re-read 
an old review of mine, it gives me an easy recall of the 
circumstances in which I saw the movie. And so I can 
revisit my flummoxed take on The Cell and remember Ken 
and I being flummoxed, or look at my Dancer in the Dark 
review and relive watching it with Ken at the Avon in 
Providence and agreeing it was amazing. This is how he 
will live in my head, grumbling about overlong, overrated 
pap or enthusing over an unexpected pleasure. Sometimes 
when you write a piece you write to a certain reader. 

Often enough, Ken was that reader. He still is. 
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in December 1939. As a side note, his son Edgar later 
moved to Freetown where he also became a holder of the 
Boston Post Cane.

If you are outdoors at any time and 
notice mosquitoes around you, take steps to avoid being 
bitten by moving indoors, covering up and / or wearing 
repellant. 

•Clothing Can Help reduce mosquito bites. 
Although it may be difficult to do when it's hot, wearing 
long-sleeves, long pants, and socks when outdoors will 
help keep mosquitoes away from your skin. 

•Apply Insect Repellent when you go outdoors. 
Use a repellent with DEET (N, N-diethyl-m-toluamide), 
permethrin, picaridin (KBR 3023), IR3535, or oil of lemon 
eucalyptus [p-methane 3, 8-diol (PMD)] according to the 
instructions on the product label. DEET products should 
not be used on infants under two months of age and 
should be used in concentrations of 30 percent or less on 
older children.
